WASHINGTON - The first 
member of Richard Nixon's 
tight inner circle to reach print, 
Charles “Chuck” Cotaon, has 
described what it was like inside 
the oval office during the 
Watergate years. 
He has completed a com­ 
pelling 
book 
called 
"Born 
Again,” which is loaded with 
inside stories about Nixon, Spiro 
Agnew, Henry Kissinger, and 
other headline figures from the 
incredible Nixon era. We have 
obtained a bootleg copy of the 
book, which hasn’t yet hit the 
bookstands. 
Colson portrays Nixon as a 
shy, haunted man who got down 
on his knees at night to pray, 
yet a vicious, vindictive man 
who was eager to stomp on his 
enemies. Colson also traces his 
own astonishing transformation 
from a ruthless political hatchet 
man to a zealous Christian. 
Here are a few of the book’s 
most startling revelations: 
- As the specter of im­ 
peachment 
began to haunt 
Nixon, he became paranoid and 
suspected a conspiracy against 
him. He feared the special 
prosecutors were wiretapping 
the White Housse. 
He even 
came to believe his own aides 
and secretaries might be con­ 
spiring to bug him. 
Once he took Colson to the 
Lincoln sitting room on the 
second floor of the White House 
to 
thwart 
the 
suspected 
eavesdroppers. “The problem, 
Chuck,” he codded, “b that I 
don’t think I can trust anybody. 
Not even the secretaries. 
The thought so preyed on 
Nixon that he called Colson at 
11:30 that night “Let me ask 
you one more time..” the 
President pleaded, “do you have 
some information (about the 
White Houk being b u p d ) 9 a t 
you didn’t tell me?” 
It turned out ironically, that 
Nixon bugged himself and 
provided the prosecutors with 
the damning transcripts that 
brought his own downfall. But 
the President blamed bis major 
domo, H it “Bob” Haldeman, 


for this. Speaking to Colson later 
about the White Home recording 
system. Nixon said: "They were 
all Haldeman’s idea. Stupid, just 
stupid. I told Bob twice to have 
the system removed, but you 
know Bob. I forgot all about 
them.” 
- The beleaguered Nixon once 
told Colson he had considered 
becoming a Roman Catholic. 
But he added..: “If I am verted, 
everyone would say it was some 
political gimmick - Tricky Dick 
making a pitch for the Catholic 
vote.” 
But Nixon told Colson ear­ 
nestly: “You know, Chuck, I get 
on my knees every ni&ht and 
just pray to God.” When Colson 
spoke to then Senator Harold 
Hughes, D-Iowa, the Senator 
asked Colson to invite Nixon to 
join them in their prayer circle. 
But Nixon, partly out of shyness, 
declined. 
- After Colson had served 
seven months in prison, he had a 
trauma in his family. Senator 
Hughes, Rep. A1 Quie, R-Minn., 
and two other prayer group 
members offered to serve out 
Colson’s term under an an­ 
tiquated statute. 
Quie was ready to go to the 
White House with the sub­ 
stitution plan when Colson was 
unexpectedly released by Judge 
GeriuudGeseli. 
- The ugly side of NixouY 
nature showed itself on the 
presidential yacht Sequoia one 
balmy 
spring night. 
The 
President’s staff began to talk 
about his enemies. 
“One day we will get them, ” 
he vowed, “well get them on the 
ground where we want them. 
And we'll stick our heels in, step 
on them hard and twist - right, 
Chuck, right?” 
Listening solemnly to this 
Presidential diatribe were 
Kissinger, Haldeman, and John 
Ehrikhman Only Ehrlichman 
looked away in apparent 
disagreement, Colson reports. 
- This vengeful side of Nixon 
came out again when Daniel 
Ellsberg leaked the Pentagon 
Papers. “I want him exposed, 
Chuck.” said Nixon. “I don’t 
care bow you do it ... do you 
understand me? That’s an or­ 
der.” Colson eagerly worked to 
discredit Efisberg.k 


- Perhaps the most important 
news story hi the book is 
Colson’s confirmation that 
Nixon planned to-pardon every 
one of Ins aides caught in the 
Waergateweb. 
Colson recalls he was helping 
Nixon with his coat one day 
when the President, obviously 
raftering to his embattled aides, 
promised: “There’ll come a 
time when we wipe the slate 
clean Not yet but it will come.” 
Instead, only Nixon wound up 
with a pardon. 
-- Another promise that Nixon 
was unable to keep according to 
Colson, was given to ex- 
Treasury 
Secretary 
John 
Connally when he switched to 
the Republican party. Nixon 
offered to support him for 
President. 
Nixon’s 
intention 
was, first, to replace Agnew 
with Connally on the 1972 ticket, 
then to back Connally for the 
1976 presidential nomination, 
But Agnew had too strong a 
following to be dislodged in 1972. 
And by the time Agnew was 
forced out a year later, Connally 
was under investigation in the 
famous mill bribery case. 
As the noose tightened on 
Agnew in 1973, his aides sought 
to engineer impeachment ac­ 
tions against him in the House. 
The strategy was to short-circuit 
and possibly avert criminal 
prosecution. But Nixon undercut 
his own Vice President telling 
Colson: “Both Jerry Ford (then 
House Republican leader) and 
Carl Albert (House Speaker) are 
in line. They will oppose any 
impeachment 
resolution." 
Colson had to tell Agaew that the 
President had scuttled him. 


- A section of the Watergate 
tapes, which apparently hasn’t 
appeared until now, is quoted by 
Colson. He is on the record a few 
days after the Watergate break- 
in urging Nixon to have aU the 
White House personnel testify 
freely.

Democratic Paraty's unique 
Liberal-Labor ‘Shadow Cabinet' 
WASHINGTON - Any self- 
respecting time machine, ad­ 
justed to August 1976 would 
disclose the retiring Secretary 
of Labor John T. Dunlop step­ 
ping out of Harvard’s ivy 
shadows into the Democratic 
presidential nominee’s shadow 
cabinet. This is s British in­ 
vention which gives the out-of­ 
office opposition leader an out- 
of-office unofficial group of fixed 
advisers all ready to step into

Washington daily carried a 
column discussing Ronald 
Reagan and Jerry Ford - the 
column, its political impact and 
the economics which could hurt 
Mr. Ford were discussed for 
most of the hour or so allotted to 
economic braintrusting This 
“disturbed” Dr. Dunlop. He’s a 
professional braintruster. So he 
should have known that the 
President’s men are brain- 
trusting for the President - 
gspecially as the country rushes 
into the campaign.

shadow cabinet. In 1972, Sen. 
McGovern, for example, had 
M.I.T. Prof. Edwin Kuh, who 
borrowed the idea of the $1,000- 
a-person giveaway from a young 
scholar, and doctored it up for 
McGovern. 
Well, President Ford should 
have known better than to have 
diluted 
his conservatives, 
especially with Dr. Dunlop’s 
prescriptions. Or to have ex­ 
pected political mercy from

carries, on its list of Memorable Dates: “January 14, 
!1914; Henry Ford starts assembly line production of the 
automobile.” There are some around still young enough 
'to remember the original, and justifiably famous, 
“Model T” Ford — the first mass produced “horseless 
carriage” in history. 
Henry Ford was not the first to invent the automobile. 
In fact, manyothers had pioneered the field for years 
•The very first true “auto” was invented and built by a 
Frenchman, Nicholas Cognet of Lorraine, in 1769. A 
steam-powered tricycle affair, it would run for 20 
minutes, carrying four people, at a little over two miles 
per hour. After a “rest” of twenty minutes, it would build 
. up enough power to travel another two-thirds of a mile —- 
more or less. It was an Austrian, Siegfried Marcus, who 
.built the first gasoline powered car. Marcus was actually 
looking for a source of light when he experimented with a 
.mixture of gasoline and air, ignited by a steam of sparks 
The chemical reaction was so great that Marcus quickly 
realized that he had discovered a source of power, not 
light. With the aid of a primitive two-cycle engine, 
Marcus was able to propel his horseless carriage for a 
distance of 20 yards. But, in 1898, he declared,with what 
may now be seen as some lack of vision: “The 
automobile is a senseless waste of time and effort.” 
Nor had Henry Ford invented “mass production.” It 
was an American inventor, Jeremiah Wilkinson, who, in 
1776, invented the “jig” which makes it possible to 
exactly duplicate the sam e item, over and over. And the 
idea of interchangeable parts was already used in the 
U.S. armories 
at Springfield. Massachusetts and at 
Harpers Ferry. 
: But it remained for Henry Ford to "put it all together" 
— which he did, with the help of some far-sighted 
businessmen who invested the initial $100,000 and 
enabled Henry Ford to build his first car. at Highland 
Park,Michigan, in the year 1903.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — When Common Cause com­ 
posed a code of presiden tial campaign stan dards some mon ths 
ago, an d asked all en tries to sweat allegian ce, it receiv ed on ly 
on e hon est reply . Ron Cocome, man ager of Gen e McCarthy 's 
in depen den t can didacy , told Common Cause do-gooders to 
“take y our stan dards an d stu ff them in y our ear.” 
Callin g the code “in sultin g,” an d addin g, “I don ’t kn ow who 
the blazes y ou thin k y ou are,” Cocome thuk became the on ly 
campaign officer of the season to say what man y of the others 
thin k: that the post-Watergate pen chan t for morality in 
politics may be acceleratin g to the poin t where in the n ame of 
rectitude we are n eglectin g reason . 
Cocome is worried that in so far as politics are con cern ed, 
“we are becomin g a n ation of super moralists.” The growin g 
attitude toward can didates high an d low is that they are all 
crooks un til prov en otherwise. An d the proof is becomin g an 
ordeal of fire: Jimmy Carter pruden tly gav e up ev en social 
drin kin g on the day he an n oun ced his presiden tial can didacy ; 
at least 'on e can didate has dragged his relu ctan t wife in to his 
campaign for fear her absen ce would create rumors; glassy - 
ey ed sen ators an d con gressmen haul out in come tax , medical 
an d ev en psy chiatric records at ev ery whistle stop. 
Already the campaign has become the most puritan ical of 
modem times, with Sargen t Shriv er boastin g of his choir boy 
begin n in gs an d other con ten ders quietly tellin g their staffs to, 
in effect, pu t the cards un der the table when the reporters are 
about. 
An d thin gs may get worse. “ Before it’s ov er.” say s Cocome, 
“the Girl Scouts will wan t to kn ow bow man y cookies we 
bought." If there’s an y thin g worse than forgettin g sin , he 
sighs, it’s rememberin g it too much; corru pt politics are on e 
thin g, pious politics an other — coun t the silv erware. 
No doubt there is good reason for American s to suspect that 
political can didates hav e priv ate liv es that are of in terest, 
perhaps ev en of con cern . John Ken n edy aside, there was for 
ex ample Vice Presiden t Richard John son of the Martin Van 
Buren admin istration . He en joy ed three black mistresses so 
much he talked of it an d was therefore den ied a reelection 
can didacy by will of public con tempt As for rumors, they are 
en dless, ev en Adlai Stev en son was charged with bein g a 
homosex ual (in the 1952 race) by a v en geful former wife. 
An d there seems n o dou bt that where applicable a 
K 
litician 's squalid side mu st be discov ered, it almost n ev er 
in g v olun tarily div ulged. Ev en by the press. Especially n ot 
by frien ds. When the late Sen . Tom Dodd of Con n ecticut was 
accused of fin an cial fraud in the 1960s, Sen . Russell Lon g (D- 
La.) is alleged to hav e said it for all his pals. Til support y ou 
all the way on this, Tom, ev en if y ou’re guilty .” 
Yet who is to judge what is squalid an d what n ot? John 
Ehrlichman , the sermon izin g felon from Richard Nix on ’s 
staff, told the Sen ate Watergate probers that he had person al­ 
ly kn own “of in cumben ts who are n ot dischargin g their 
obligation s to their con stituen cies because of their drin kin g 
habits,” an d wen t on to in sist that question s of a can didate’s 
“fitn ess, drin kin g habits . . . an d morality an d all” were 
legitimate matters for ex posure. Un der this criteria alon e, 
“morality an d all,” perhaps n o on e in the real world would 
qualify for presiden t: 
Edward Ken n edy has had Chappaquiddick, to n ame ju st on e 
morality bleep; Elliot Richardson has had some automobile 
acciden ts in which alcohol was a factor; Ron ald Reagan paid 
n o in come tax in 
1964 
; Hubert Humphrey has had man y dread­ 
fully shifty fun d-raisin g habits; George Wallace forced his ter­ 
min ally ill wife to run as his prox y for gov ern or of Alabama; 
ev en Barry Goldwater The Virtuous is said to hav e occasion al­ 
ly drun k too much durin g the

campaign . 
What in the en d does it all prov e? There are n o statistics to 
support the con ten tion that sobriety , chastity an d thrift con ­ 
stitute leadership qualities.

gola is the emerging pert of 
the iceberg of Soviet-Ameri- 
can relations and the inter­ 
ests and motives which deter­ 
mine our government’s world 
policies.

Angola’s very rich farmland, 
prosperous industries and 
vast natural resources are up 
for grabs. That is why our 
CIA and the Soviet KGB are 
slugging it out there. Nobody 
knows where that slug-fest is 
going to take us. Our govern­ 
ment has had clandestine- 
covert-operations in Angola 
ever since the Eisenhower 
Adm inistration, when the 
anti-com m unist, staunchly 
pro-American Salazar regime 
was in power in Portugal. 
But those operations were 
getting nowhere until Henry 
Kissinger came into office as 
President Nixon’s tegundo- 
in charge of foreign affairs.

Mozambique, English Rhode­ 
sia and Angk>-Dutch South 
Africa. A grandiose scheme, 
the South African Trading 
Zone (SATZ), was to super­ 
vise the white man’s rule in 
the area. 
In that grand 
scheme the Rockefeller fam­ 
ily, together with its allies, 
the Rothschilds and the bfl- 
lionaire Oppenheimer family 
of South Africa, were to be 
on the ground floor. They 
were to divide among them­ 
selves the entire boodle-the 
immense wealth in gold, dia­ 
monds, other minerals and 
oil to be found in the area. 
Kissinger had in his comer 
the Prime Minister of South 
Africa, John Vorster, whose 
prime purpose seems to be to 
sacrifice Rhodesia's English 
settlers to gain time for him­ 
self. It was a beautiful pian- 
fmancially-for the Rockefel­ 
ler family and the interna­ 
tional bankers. 
But things went wrong. 
The Soviets also had ambi­ 
tions in Angola and are in 
there now with thousands of 
Cuban troops and sophisti­ 
cated Soviet equipment.
